The French Minister of Agriculture 
estimates the wheat yield of France 
at 104,532,45:$ hectoliters, against.

Contrary to the reports circulated 
in the United States by a news agency 
Emperor William is described by 
members of his suite as being in per¬ 
fect health and as speaking in a clear 
and natural voice. 

Milt G. Harlow, the original Uncle

Company, is dead in New York from 
cancer, aged 65 years. 

Acting Secretary of State Loon is 
has cabled Consul - General John 
Goodnow at Shanghai permission to 
return immediately to the United 
States to answer charges preferred 
against, him of maladministration of 
affairs in his office. 

Commercial Agent Price, at Jeres 
de la Frontera, Spain, reports that 
Spain's vintage for 1904 promises to 
be abundant. Nearly a billion gal¬ 
lons of wine will be made. The wine¬ 
growers have lost 830,000,000 annually 
during the past, three years. 

By virtue of the Emperor’s ukase 
extending the privileges of residence 
to certain classes of Jews within the 
pale, the Russian police have received 
instructions hereafter not to expel 
Jewish workmen from villages in 
which they have taken up their resi¬ 
dence since 1883. 

Carrying a naked lamp into one of 
ttie old workings of Mount Jessup col¬ 
liery, near Peckville, Pa., Paul Sko- 
vera caused an explosion of gas which 
caught a dozen men at work in the 
shaft, resulting in the death of him¬ 
self and another, and the serious 
i burning of nine others. 

Twenty thousand dollars to estab¬ 
lish a home for drunkard’s wives in 
the State of Iowa is one of the be¬ 
quests of tiie late James Callanan, the 
eccentric philanthropic millionaire of 
Des Moines. Mr. Caliaimn was a 
strong advocate of temperance during 
the later years of his life and gave 
freely to the cause. 

United States Consul Bartlemau at 
Seville, Spain, reports that prelimin¬ 
ary estimate of the vintage of 1904 in 
France shows that in nine depart¬ 
ments the crop ot grapes is very good; 
in forty-six departments tae crop is 
good, and in nineteen departments 
the crop is passable, in Algiers it is 
estimated that the crop will lie some¬ 
what less than average. 

The British expedition to Thibet 
left Lhassa last week and is now 
marching in the direction of the 
Chumbi valley. In bidding farewell 
to Brigadier General MacDonald, 
commander of the British military 
forces, the venerable regent invoked 
the blessing of heaven on his head for 
sparing the monasteries from viola¬ 
tion, and presented him with a golden 
image of Buddha. 

The police of Shreveport, La., have 
captured four men who are supposed 
to compose an organized gang of 
counterfeiters. They are Robert 
Deal, J. E. McKinnon, N. II. Keith 
and W. E. Heath. McKinnon, when 
searched, had six counterfeit 810 gold 
pieces in his pocket and several coun¬ 
terfeit 85 pieces in his shoes. The 
molds for making the spurious coins 
were found in the possession of 
Heath. Secret Service Agent Thomas 
assisted the police. 

Collector of the Port of New York 
N. X. Strauahan has announced the 
formal seizure of four cases of dutia¬ 
ble merchandise found among the 
baggage on a French steamer recent¬ 
ly. The articles mostly belonged to 
dressmakers returning from Paris and 
aggregate in value about $12,000. One 
lot belonging to a San Francisco man 
which had been released in bond of 
1 $1500, also was ordered seized after 
the case had been investigated. As 


the goods had been released, the bond 
will be seized instead. 

A dispatch from Pari3 says: The 
Russian Government has negotiated 
for the construction of eleven torpe¬ 
do-boat destroyers of the latest model 
by the Compagnie Des Forges et 
I Chandiers de la Mediterrae. Work 
| will shortly be begun on four of them 
i at the ship yards in Normandie, four 
! at the ship yards at Havre and three 
at the ship yards at La Seyne. Fif¬ 
teen months are required for their 
construction. Other important orders 
are anticipated, the present negotia- 
toins including four cruisers of the 
type of the Bayan. 

The Duke of Orleans has asked per- ; 
i mission of the Norwegian Government 
! to hire the Arctic steamer Fram, in 
which Dr. Nansen made his voyage to 
: the Arctic regions, for the purpose of 
an Arctic expedition in 1905. It is 
understood that the Admiralty will 
require that Captain Otto Sverdrup, 
the former commander of the Fram, 
shall command the vessel if the Gov- 
, eminent agrees to the proposition of 
the Duke. The plan of the expedi- 
: tion has been submitted for the ap¬ 
proval of the Norwegian authorities, 
and tiie University of Christiania will 
reap the benefit of at least a part of 
the scientific results of the expedi¬ 
tion. 

Eighty negroes, thirty of them wo¬ 
men. have arrived at llarrodsburg, 
Ky., from South Fork, same state, 
which place they were ordered to 
leave by the whites because one of 
the negroes stabbed a farmer's wife. 
It is reported that the white woman 
is dead. The negro men were work¬ 
ing on a railroad near South Fork. 
One of the women at the railroad 
camp went to a farmhouse and de¬ 
manded a lunch. This was given her 
and, while the hostess' back was 
turned, the negro woman snatched 
some clothes and ran away. The far¬ 
mer’s wife pursued and caught her, 
but was stubbed by a negro. The 
news of the affair spread rapidly and 
in a short time a posse of 200 white 
men had driven tiie negroes from I he 
vicinity. The blacks will not be per¬ 
mitted to remain in llarrodsburg. 

WORSHIP KUR0PATK1N. 

Russian General is the Idol of Men 
and Officers. 

St. Petersburg.—Nemirovich Dan 
cheuko, the Russian war correspond 
out, was recently received by General 
Kuropatkin at Mukden. He tele¬ 
graphs that the commander is looking 
hale and hearty and that his words 
breathe unruffled confidence. Kuro 
patkin is worshiped by the soldiers 
and enjoys the unbounded confidence 
of the officers whom lie cheers and in¬ 
vigorates by example into unceasing 
activity. To the younger officers he 
says constantly: “Be patient. Wo 
are sure to win. The enemy must and 
shall bo vanquished. Till then help 
one another. Be vigilant. Remem¬ 
ber that war is the time to learn. So 
take your lessons to heart.”

Sugar Trust Magnates to Make an Im¬ 
portant Trip West. 

New York.—Wall street is much in 
terested in the trip of President llav 
emeyer of the American Sugar Refin¬ 
ing Company and several of the com 
pany’s directors to the beet-sugar dis¬ 
tricts of the far West. The sugar 
trust has acquired n the past few 
years extensive holdings in Western 
1 beet-sugar plants, and Wall street is 
inclined to lay much stress upon this 
visit. It is rumored that important 
results to the sugar business of tiie 
country may develonp and the trust 
may assume a much more dominating 
position in the beet-sugar business. 
The party is expected to include, be¬ 
sides Havemeyer, Lowell M. Palmer, 
W. B. Thomas and Charles H. Eneff, 
all directors of the American Sugar 
Refining Company. One or two prac¬ 
tical beet-sugar men may also go. 

British Revenues Decreasing. 

London. —The return of the total 
revenue of the United Kingdom for 
the half year ending September :$0th 
shows a decrease of $15,233,525, com-

of 1903. The principal decrease is in 
the property and income tax, 812,100,- 
000 .

THE SABLE HOLiOAY. | 

The saliie and seal hunts each tic- 
gin a new year in tlie calendar of the 
Gllyaks, who live on Sakhalin island, 
on the Straits of Tartary. These two 
years, which begin in October and 
April, are called llm winter year and 
the summer year, and are opened by 
holiday festivals. The sable holiday 
goes by the name of “the prayer to 
the lord of the forest." Mr. Hawes, 
in it is book entitled "111 the Uttermost 
East." describes it. 

It is a wintry scene. The snares are 
set on logs and branches which span 
tlie narrow streams and creeks. The 
first snows have fallen. The trees 
stand silent in the somber depths, 
hanging their hoary, lichen-covered 
branches. 

Amidst the hush a shadow steals 
quietly across the scene, it is a sable. 
He goes by accustomed paths. Ho 
does not cm re to switn the isilti water, 
but seeks a fallen tree or log whereon 
to pass. VII unsuspectingly lie creeps 
along a trunk, only to find his way 
blocked by a tiny harrier of sticks, 
arranged in the shape of a fan: nev¬ 
ertheless, a way. one way. Is left, and 
that through a loop in the center. 
Rising on his hind legs and pushing 
through lie struggles, and in so doing 
releases a peg hitched with a ratchet, 
and a bent twig at one of the cords 
flies hack and tightens the noose. 

Many trackers are out, but each 
brings his first catch to one place, 
where due honor is then paid to the 
great giver of them, the lord of the 
forest. 

It would savor of gre -illness, of 
meat without grace, to start on the 
Important hunt of the sables, crea¬ 
tures whose skins are so valuable that 
anything may he purchased witli them, 
without due acknowledgment to the 
giver. A feast is made, and pieces of 
roasted flesh, tobacco and other things 
are buried in the ground as an offer¬ 
ing to tiie god. 

it is necessary, lest he be not ob 
serving or be engaged elsewhere, to 
call the attention of Pal id rookh to 
their offering, so they whisper, 
“f’hookh! Ohookh:” that is, "God, 
Thou God!” They do this in an tin 
dertoue. lest the evil spirits should 
hear; for these evil spirits dwell In 
the swamps and the depths of the for 
est, and might make off with them. 
For this reason, and because Pal ni 
rookh generally walks among the 
mountains, the Gilyaks take the pre 
caution of making their offering on 
high ground. 

When the hunting season is ad¬ 
vanced. the snare is abandoned ap.d an¬ 
other method lor the capture of the 
sable is adopted. The native sets out 
with his dogs, who quickly find the 
tracks of the little animal, and drive 
it up a tree. The hunter then lets 
fly a blunt arrow and, if skilful, stuns 
his prey. With fair success he may 
thus take seven or eight sables in a 
day. 

TREASURE OF MONTEZUMA. 

Millions Hidden from the Spaniards 
May Tet Re Found. 

Whether the report of the discovery 
of the incaa’ treasure at Chayaltaya, 
Bolivia, Is true or not, it is certain 
that the eonquistadorea did not get all 
the gold of the last inca of Peru, nor 


all the gold and precious jewels of the 
Mexican monarch. shj'r the Mexican 
Herald. The story is that tho incus’ 
treasure, withheld from Pizarro and 
now discovered in Bolivia, is worth 
$10,000,000 and that the Indians be¬ 
lieve there is still much more hidden 
away. Pizarro received a great sum 
from the Inca whom he so cruelly 
treated and then killed, but In so do¬ 
ing he missed a greater amount, which 
the inca, hoping to save his life, prom¬ 
ised his tormentor. 

In this country one sometimes hears 
talk of a great golden sun and other 
treasure hidden securely from the 
early Spnnairds. One gentleman who 
lias the blood of Montezuma in his 
veins and in whose family the tradi¬ 
tions of the titties of the conquest have 
been preserved, lias said that probably 
fully $80,000,000 worth of treasure es¬ 
caped the hands of Cortez and liis 
followers. Where is this treasure hid¬ 
den? Some have said it was thrown 
into I.nkc Tex coco and not many years 
back a company, well provided with 
funds, made extensive excavation in 
the Pod regal, near Coyoncan, on a spot 
indicated by tradition. A series of 
subterranean chambers was found, but 
no golden sun. 

Both in Mexico and Peru gold was 
hidden away front the greedy eonquls 
ta(lores by the Indians, who cherished 
the hope of making a successful rising 
against their conquerors. That hope 
lias long died away, though much of 
the hatred for the race of the eon- 
quistadores remains in tho breast of 
the aborigines. 

It is quite probable that some line 
dtiy much of Montezuma's hidden 
treasure mat be found here by a lucky 
hit. Perhaps it is concealed in an 
idol cave in the southwestern part of 
the sierra surrounding this valley. ,n 
a cave of which stories have been told 
among the Indians. Whence has ramp 
the gold that the Indians living in 
these mountains, so close to the city, 
have brought here and sold to their 
legal representative? There is a mys¬ 
tery in all tills and a greater mystery 
in the whereabouts of Montezuma’s 
treasure, which remains untouched.

sort of treatment. 1 liave given up j 
tli(‘ idea of sleeping for the rest of my j 
life; in fact, I’m so used to it that 1 1 
think no more about the matter. I’ve I 
heard of people going insane that were 
troubled with insomnia, tint l never 
will. 1 am well and eat three meals 
a day.’ 

“It would seem from this that sleep I 
is not one of life's essentials. Is sleep ! 
absolutely necessary to healthful ex- | 
istenccV Is it possible for men to live j 
to the reasonable and average age | 
without sleep? These are large ques- j 
tious and they ramify in many ways ; 
when one begins to deal with them 
speculatively. In the first place, much 
will depend upon the type and tem¬ 
perament of the man. Persons whose 
mental capabilities are of a low order, 
whose receptive powers are limited, 
and who are without the afflatus which 
gives a rich poetic color to the things 
of this life—persons who are sluggish , 
mentally and temperamentally, and 
who feel only when pricked and prod 
ded by the sharp exigencies of the 
struggle for existence, the 'dumb, driv- ! 
mi cattle’ of the world, must needs 
sleep much; whereas the men ami 
women of a sensitive mold, whose j 
minds are as fragile and responsive as 
the most delicate of photographers’ 
plates, who catch and hold, and love 
the images as they Hit in variant shad¬ 
ings—tiie men and women who men¬ 
tally trace the very finest of the nu¬ 
ances and absorb much of the forces 
which play upon them—such us these 
may do on less sleep than persons of 
the dull, unresponsive and unpoetie 
type.

IN CONVENTION 


Last Saturday the Republican 
County Convention met in the Al¬ 
hambra Theater in Redwood City. 

Of the 75 delegates elected from the 
various precincts of this county.70 
were represented—05 attending in 
person and the remainder being by 
proxy. 

W. B. Lawrence, Chairman of the 
County Committee, called the gather¬ 
ing to order shortly before 11 o’clock 
and called for nominations for chair¬ 
man of the convention. 

Peter Thorsen nominated George A. 
Bartlett of San Mateo for the honor, 
and Dr. C. L. McCracken presented 
the name of W. J. Martin of South 
San Francisco. 

A ballot was ordered and Mr. Bart¬ 
lett was elected bv 30 to Mr. Martin’s 
20 . 

John Rowell was chosen Secretary 
aud Hall Ross Assistant. 

Hon. E. A. Hayes and lion. S. II. 
Rambo were introduced and made 
telling addresses. 

In a graceful speech Mr. Bartlett 
thanked the delegates for tne honor, 
and after a short recess to enable him 
to appoint the vai ions committees an 
adjournment was taken until 1:30 
p. m. 

During the adjournment the dele¬ 
gates were informed that a contest 
was brewing over the seating of the 
Halfmoou Bay delegation, which was 
elected by the Republican Club of 
that. town. The contesting delega¬ 
tion was what was commonly known 
as the Debenedetti ticket, and the 
members were present in force. 

The Committee ou Credentials, 
however, reported in favor of the Re¬ 
publican Club delegates, and the con 
vention adopting the report they were 
regularly seated. 

The platform, as adopted, endorsed 
the National and State platforms and 
commended the course of President 
Roosevelt. It also endorsed the can¬ 
didacy of Hon. E. A. Hayes, nominee 
for Congress, and of lion. S. H. Ram 
ho for Joint Senator. As each name 
was mentioned it was greeted with 
cheers. 

Nominations for member of the As¬ 
sembly were then declared in order. 

W. J. Plump of Redwood City plac 
ed It. H. Jury of San Mateo before 
the convention. W. J. Martin of 
South San Francisco performed a like 
service for Henry Ward Brown of Col- 
ma, and the latter nomination was 
seconded by L. E. McLellan of San 
Mateo. 

Prior to the nominations W. B. 
Lawrence of San Mateo moved that 
open balloting be adopted, but this 
was voted down. 

Both candidates were then invited 
to the platform to address the dele 
gates, which they did. 

A secret ballot was thereupon or- 
ered for Assemblyman and 70 votes 
were cast. R. H. Jury received 43 
and Henry Ward Brown 27. 

Before the result was announced 
Mr. Brown arose and said that al¬ 
though he was not a delegate he 
would ask that Mr. Jury’s nomina¬ 
tion be made unanimous, and this was 
done. 

The various township delegations 
then retired to nominate township 
officers, and the following was the re¬ 
sult: First Township—Supervisor, 

Julius Eikerenkotter; Committeeman, 
Thomas Connelly. Second Township 
—Committeeman, W. B. Lawrence. 
Third Township—Supervisor, John 
McBuin; Committeeman, W. A. Price. 
Fourth Township—Supervisor, An- 
toue Joseph; Committeeman, 1). G. 
Lynch. Fifth Township—Committee 
man, Carl Coburn. 

The nominations were ratified by 
the convention at large, after which 
with three cheers for the ticket tin' 
convention adjourned. —San Mateo 
Leader.

The Democratic County Convention 
convened last Saturday In Library 
Hall in this city. The gathering was 
called to order by M. J. Conway, 
Chairman of the County Committee. 

Archer Kincaid of Redwood City 
was chosen Chairman and J. .1. Mc¬ 
Grath of San Mateo, Secretary. 

The convention was largely attend¬ 
ed, very few members being repre¬ 
sented by proxy. 

The platform adopted endorsed the 
nominees of the St. Louis and Santa 
Cruz conventions. 

James Callati of Colma was nomi¬ 
nated for the Assembly, aud F. II. 
Thorpe of Redwood City was also 
named. The latter, however, announc¬ 
ed that he would decline to accept 
the honor. 

Ou a ballot Mr. Callau received 41 
votes aud Mr. Thorpe 24. The former 
was declared the nominee, and in a 
speech thanked the convention for the 
honor. 

Township nominations were then 
made as follows: First—Supervisor, 
James T. Casey; Third, no nomina 
tion; Fourth—Supervisor, Joseph De- 
beuedetti. 

The Joint Senatorial Convention 
then convened, and Hon. Edward 
White of Watsonville was placed iu 
nomination by C. M. Cassia of Santa 
Cruz, and was seconded by ex-Lieu- 
tenant Governor W. T. Jeter of the 
; same city. Mr. Wnite was nominated 
| by acclamation.—San Mateo Leader.

Vexatious Uiimlloii >ol Vet Set¬ 
tled -I.iqtinr Lirrntes ti ran ted 
and Olliers Applied ('or.

Last Monday the session of the 
Board of Supervisors was almost en¬ 
tirely taken up by the hearing of the 
petition of a large number of Colma 
residents to have a district set apart ; 
in the vicinity of that town within 
which it shall bo unlawful to estab¬ 
lish a cemetery. 

The petitioners were represented by 1 
Henry Ward Brown, who delivered an 
exhaustive argument, in which he 
sought to prove the legality of the 
step which his clients desire taken. 
He wanted an ordinance passed which 
would make it a misdemeanor for any 
company or person to establish or 
maintain a cemetery within the limits 
proposed. The limits which he desir¬ 
ed set apart as forbidden ground em¬ 
braced the site of the proposed new 
Masonic Cemetery, whereat the pro¬ 
moters of this enterprise entered an 
objection. 

The new cemetery was represented 
by Geo. C. Ross, who claimed that 
inasmuch as his clients had expended 
large sums of money in preparing the 
grounds the proposed ordinance did 
not appear to be fair. 

The legal phase of the question was 
argued at length by the respective at¬ 
torneys. 

Supervisor Eikerenkotter said he 
believed the people were entitled to 
some protection, and on his sugges¬ 
tion the matter was laid over in order 
that the board could determine tlie 
proper boundaries for the proposed 
district. 

Bridge bids were tlien considered. 

For a steel and concrete bridge on 
the San Bruno road the following ten¬ 
der was received: Clark & Henry, 

1 81490; extra concrete, 810 per cubic 
yard. This would bring the cost over 
the engineer’s estimate of 81650, and 
the bid was rejected. New tenders 
will be advertised for. 

For a concrete arch on the main 
road between Halfmoon Bay and Pu- 
rissima, Clark A Henry bid 84434 and 
extra concrete at 89.80 per yard; D. 
E. Brown, 85102; John Savage and 
others, 84144. The engineer’s esti¬ 
mate was 84500, and Savage was 
awarded the contract. 

For a concrete arch at Woodside the 
following bids were presented: D. E. 
Brown, 81380; H. B. Morey,§ 81243; 
Clark A Henry, 81288. The engineer’s 
estimate was 81120, and Morey got the 
contract. 

The various county officers submit¬ 
ted their monthly reports of business 
done. 

The Poor Farm Superintendent pre¬ 
sented his quarterly report, which 
showed the following facts: Inmates 
on roll at the commencement of quar¬ 
ter—Males 21 , females 1 ; admitted 
since—males 14, females 0; died— 
none; on roll September :50th—males 
22, females 1.

POULTRY FOR PROFIT 

A few hens in the back yard, or on the farm, paying the grocer’s 
bill; a flock of hens on four acres, paying $1500 annually; a poul¬ 
try ranch with 5,000 hens, paying a net annual profit of $ 5 , 000 , are 
described in our Correspondence Course in Poultry Culture, and the 
exact methods for attaining these results are taught.

Tin* foliage of the plant is bright shin¬ 
ing green, turning crimson in the fall, 
and llii* large blossoms are pure white 
and very fragrant. The fact that it 
blooms during September and October, 
after mosi of Un* 1 >t,her shrubs have
